Mr. Tom Curtis, attorney, representing Economy Furniture Company, one of the
owners in .the proposed annexation area, asked that a contract be granted, exempting
this area from annexation for seven years. The cities of Waco and Houston have
used similar contracts in industrial districts. Under this contract, industries in
the area of the proposed annexation could ask to come in individually if they are
ready within the seven years. Mr. Curtis felt that this would attract more
industry to this area. Mayor Butler pointed out the tax wouldn't be payable until
March 1, 1975. Mayor Pro Tern Love had talked to Dallas, and they would be sending
a report to the City. Also Waco is forwarding copies.

The City Manager was asked for his recommendation, and he said he could not
recommend this kind of approach at this time, He explained that the people in
this annexation area would be using the hospital, the transit system, arterial
streets, and the City would have to build fire protection facilities and budget for
other services for this area. This area could not be left out as the City grows.
Mr. Lillie, the Planning Director, felt that companies that come into the community
should have flexibility of choice for location, and that areas need to be provided
for Industry. This area however, has access to utilities, as well as building
controls, and the zoning ordinance should be extended to it. There is a new fire
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station that would serve this area. In answer to Mayor Pro Tern Lovers question,
Mr. LI Hie reviewed the amount of land set aside for industrial purposes. Without
a contract of this type, the City Council may agree to leave these areas out for
a specified period of time. They are already in an industrial district, or they
may choose later to proceed with annexation and have these areas assume their
responsibilities. Mr. Lillie stated some developers do not want to be in areas
as this, and they have to be provided for also. He listed a number of industrial
locations in existence now—about 3,000 acres.

Later In the meeting, Mr. Barker, Finance Administrator, returned with the
results of the bid opening. Mr. Barker reported the bids had been verified in
his office, and also In Dallas on a computer. The bid of DILLON READ MUNICIPALS~
4.95149% is the best and lowest interest cost bid.

Mr. Curtis Adrian stated the bids are more than excellent. This rate points
up the importance of maintaining the highest possible bond rating possible. The
AA and AAA rating meant somewhere in the neighborhood of $300,000 savings to the
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City on this one sale. He stated on October 19, 1972, bonds sold at 21 basis
points beneath Bow-Jones Average, and it is not a coincidence that bids sold today
at 21 basis points under Dow-Jones Average. The savings today, figuring this
under the Dow-Jones Averages mean a savings to the users of the City utilities in
interest of $594,253.00. Mr. Adrian recommended that the City award the sale of
the $17,500,000 Utility Revenue Bonds to DILLON READ MUNICIPALS at 4.95149%. He
congratulated the City as it again sold in the top of the market.

The City Manager, Mr* Dan Davidson, had received many calls from all over
the country questioning the energy crisis that the City has been experiencing
since May 20th. Questions have been about what is being done to handle the
problem. The City reported to these investors and analyst the decisions then made
by the City Council over the past 12 months; and this week it appears that these
people are satisfied with the actions taken up to this point to solve the problem.
It is a gratifying and a tribute to the fact that we do have a decision making
City Council who can cinch up what is needed for Austin's future.

The Council had before it the Ordinance authorizing the issuance of
$17,500,000 for ELECTRIC, LIGHT AND POWER, WATERWORKS AND SEWER SYSTEM REVENUE
BONDS; and ratifying the sale of the bonds to DILLON READ MUNICIPALS at 4.95149%.

SCHOOL SIDEWALK PROGRAM

Mr. Joe Ternus, Traffic and Transportation Director, stated this 1973
program covered a little less than 5 miles of sidewalks, and brought the total Up
to 36 miles, which Is nearly all the elementary schools. The Council received the
City Manager's report.

APPOINTMENTS TO BOARDS
FOR MEXICAN-AMERICANS

Mr. Gabriel Gutierrez and Mr. Gonzalo Barrientos appeared to request more
toxican-American representation on the City boards, commissions, and committees.
They would like to submit a list of possible Mexican-American board members for
the Council's consideration. The Council suggested that possible members be
selected according to the requirements of the particular board in mind, and Mr.
Gutierrez agreed this was a good Idea. There are presently about 100 board members,
and 16 of these are of Spanish surname.

EMERGENCY FUEL OIL PURCHASE

The City Manager explained that these were additional purchases which have
been made off and on over the past week in order to keep oil coming into Austin.

Mayor Pro Tern Love moved the Council approve these purchases
seconded by Councilman Handcox, carried by the following vote:

OPERATION OF AUSTIN TRANSIT SYSTEM
v

The City Manager then presented his report on the Austin Transit System.
It was noted that fuel commitments only went as far as July. Mr* Ternus said
alternatives were being looked into. A possible rationing program for City
vehicles used for multi-purpose areas, not just the transit, may be suggested by
the City Manager.

*
Councilman Binder inquired as to the number of people using the bus. He

had had a number of calls saying the buses were running empty. Mayor Butler had
a report on ridership on his desk, which he would make available to the Councilmen
Mr. Ternus noted there was a steady increase in ridership every month. Modifica-
tions of routes and schedules would be brought back to the Council possibly next
week for action.

SELECTION OF CONSULTANTS POSTPONED

The Council postponed for one week the selection of consultants for various
Water and Wastewater Department 1973 Capital Improvements Program Projects.

CITY OPERATION OF
SEWAGE TREATMENT PLANT

Mr. Kenneth J. Cunningham, representing MHR Inc., requested that the City
of Austin operate a sewage treatment plant in Bluebonnet Estates. The subdivision
is located approximately 1 1/2 miles west of the City of Manor. ' It is proposed
that a waste treatment plant is to be built there, and there is an application
before the Texas Water Quality Board, pending action by the City. This is to be a
modular home construction, not mobile homes. Mayor Butler inquired if there were
an escalation clause. City Manager Davidson said the contract reflects the City's
actual cost plus percentages for variables, such as fringe benefits and overhead.
The Mayor asked for a breakdown on these factors. There was further discussion
of the place where the effluent would be discharged, and also the quality of this
discharge. It was decided to wait a week, and get further information as to how
the 25% variable was arrived at, and also a copy of the Water Quality Board hearin

DENIAL OF WAIVING ZONING CONDITIONS

Mr. Sam Meyers, agent for Emile L. Styrk and Jimmy R. Garza, appeared befor
the Council to request the waiving of conditions for zoning at 406 and 500 West
35th Street, granted on May 10, 1973. (File No. C14-73-060 and C14-73-061) The
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condition in question was the vacating of a street between 406 and 500 West 35th
Street. At a previous meeting the Council denied the vacation of this street,
and now Mr. Meyers was requesting that the zoning be granted without this conditlc i
The staff was in favor of waiving the condition.

A lady from the audience spoke, saying that the people concerned should be
notified that this zoning was to be discussed, even though legally a citizen's
communication Item did not require notification. Councilman Handcox agreed.

In conclusion, Mayor Fro Tern Love noted there had been full public hearings
on this matter twice, and the request (low,1 is to waive conditions.

Councilman Dryden moved the Council grant the request to waive the conditions
for zoning at 406 and 500 West 35th Steet, granted on May 10, 1973. The motion
died for lack of a second.

. *
Councilman Friedman moved that the conditions stand as stated in the

zoning case at 406 and 500 West 35th Street, File No. C14-73-060 and C14-73-061.
The City Attorney advised a motion was not needed, and Councilman Friedman wlthdre
his motion.

Assistant City Attorney Jerry Harris explained that the condition stands;
and until the condition is met, there will be no zoning granted. Mayor Butler
suggested that the Planning Director explain the situation to Mr. Meyers.

DECKER POWER UNIT #2 STUDY

A gentleman from Bovay-Burns McDonald presented the report of the study on
Decker Power Unit #2. The 1972 electrical (Load was approximately 502 megawatts,
and is going up at an average of 13% per year. Flan M is the recommended plan,
with the first unit to be installed in 1977, and other units later. Unit #2 would
be 436 megawatt gas-oil fired steam turbine generator for operation in 1977.
Space limitations at the Decker site and the necessity of having this unit
operational by 1977 make it impractical toddes|gntfcnis unit for the use of coal
as fuel. This would be followed by the Installation of a large coal-fired steam
turbine generating unit in 1979. Planning for this should begin immediately with
space for another 3 or 4 units. The Council should consider also arranging for
possible coal suppliers or a mine operation in Texas lignite fields; determining
the quantity of water for cooling; and making arrangements with the Texas inter-
connected systems. The first coal-fired unit would be in service by 1979. Ash
storage would be,a problem and also limestone wastes which should be put on a
remote site if possible.

Mayor Butler noted that to spend this much money, $68,000,000, for a gas-oi
plant; there would also have to be assurance of a gas or oil fuel supply. To
supply fuel oil, there would have to be a pipeline to Insure delivery of the
needed amount per day. Still assurances of an ample fuel supply were doubtful,
and there would be no practical way that the Council could approve the expenditure
of this sum of money without knowing-how the City will fuel the machine. There
was discussion of possible pipe lines available to this site. The costs of possible
fuels were discussed and it was noted that costs would probably double in the next
few years.
